Bober River Stronghold

LONDON, Tuesday, Feb, 13.— 
(?)}—Russian troops swept to with- 
in 74 miles of the Saxony capital 
of Dresden yesterday, capturing 
the Bober river stronghold of 
Bunzlau in a swift 15-mile. drive 
in Silesia that slashed one Berlin- 
Prague highway and threatened 
to outflank Berlin on the south. 

Simultaneously Moscow . an- 
nounced that the end of the long, 
bloody siege of Budapest, H - 
rian capital, was very near, 
viet troops captured the royal pal- 
ace and ancient fortress on the 
high bluff on the west bank of 
the Danube in the Buda section 
smashing the core of organ 
enemy resistance and taking 30,- 
000 more prisoners Sunday and 


Final figures for prisoners alone 
ere expected to exceed 100,000 
and German dead also will run 
into the thousands. Budapest, 
gateway to Vienna and Bratislava 
on the plains to the west, has 
been under direct siege 47 days 
since Dec. 27 when the Russians 
surrounded the city and broke 
into its streets. Soviet planes and 
artillery had been bombarding it 
since the first week in November.

FEARS SKY FURY

American Superfortresses, appar- 
ently well on the way toward the

PARIS, Tuesday, Feb. 13.— (UP) — Allied troo 
cracked the Germans loose from three keystones of the Sieg- 
fried Line, capturing Kleve, Gennep and Pruem in a major 
triple victory threatening the entire German defense along 
a 140-mile front before the Rhine.

Kleve and Gennep fell to the 
bayonets of Scottish and British 
troops fighting under the banner 
of the adian First Army, while 
Pruem toppled under a crushing 
ery barrage and the threat of 
encirclement by the VU. S, Third 
Army. 

Late reports said both westwall 
anchors of Kleve and Pruem were 
entirely in Allied hands except for 
scattered snipers. With the cap- 
ture of Pruem the Germans’ en- 
Our-Sure river line sagged for 
25 miles’to the south and Third 
Army troops liberated the last of 
Luxembourg soil by entering west- 
ern Vianden behind the retreat- 
ing enemy. 

Marshal Montgomery’s break- 
through at Kleve breached the 
Germans’ westwall defenses be- 
fore the Rhine at a fourth place 
within the vital Moselle-Rhine tri- 
angle between Kleve and Trier. 
Previously the U. S. First and 
Third armies had ripped gaps in 
the Siegfried line east of Aachen, 
southwest of Schleiden and west 
of Pruem. 

Dispatches from Gen. Patton’s 
Third Army headquarters said 
American domination of the Pruem 
road network meant that German

Lodz was one of Poland’s most 
important industrial centers with 
several hundred thousand work- 
ers employed. When the Germans 
seized the city they took over all 
its industries. For the least of- 
fense factory workers were thrust 
into cells, solitary confinement or 
prison. Poles were deprived of 
most of their rights under occupa- 
tion authorities. They were for- 
bidden to walk in the streets after 
dark ai.d even dared not travel in 
trams or subways. 


In the east side of the city, the 
Germans set up a ghetto where 
they imprisoned thousands of 
Jews. The ghetto was surround- 
ed with barbed wire and segre- 
gated from other quarters of the 
city. By setting up @ textile mill 

various workshops, the Ger- 
mans endeavored to create an il- 
lusion of normal life. However, 
it was part of the routine to exter- 
minate from 600 to 800 Jews 
daily. 

The ghetto wasn't the only 
slaughterhouse in Lodz. Each day 
saw hundreds of workers die in 
basements of Gestapo cells of the 
city prison and in _— concen- 
tration camps for Poles. 

Every measure was taken to 
Germanize Lodz. Streets were re- 
named after the chief bandits of 
Hiter’s gang and even thc name 
of the city itself was changed to 
“Litzmanstadt” after the general 
who had “conquered” it. 

The Germans had poles ex- 
pelled from the city altogether. An 
order was issued to the townsfolk 
to leave the city within 24 hours. 
Factories, workshops, stores and 
restaurants—all pzssed into the 
hands of the occupationists. Thou- 
sands of German civilians and 
their families took up residence

Altogether, they made life for the native 


in the city, They were business- 
men and sturmfuehrers so they 
took possession of all the property 
of Poles. Property acquired 
through labor and efforts of whole 
generations. 

Smaller businessmen — sausage 
makers, millers and leatuer mak- 
ers came to Kutno. It is only 
a small Polish provincial town but 
it was soon swamped with Ger- 
mans who robbed the local pop- 
ulation of all its belongings 


PLUNDERBUND 

Like a swarm of pests, the Ger- 
mans swept upon the farmlands 
around Lodz and .Poznan, depriv- 
ing the peasants of their seed and 
of grain. Countless heavy taxes 
were levied: to stifle the peasant- 
ry. Trainloads of >lundered grain, 
meat and butter were shipped to 
Germany. 

But now the horrible night- 
mare of Nazi occupation is a 
thing of the past. Soviet troops 
have ousted the Germans from al- 
most every district in Poland. To- 
day Poland rejoices at its libera- 
tion. A feeling of deep gratitude 
for their deliverers, the Red army, 
Marsha! Stalin, and the great So- 
viet Union, wells in the breasts 
of all citizens of Poland. 

LEFT INTACT 


Tomaczon, Kolo and Konin 
were taken with such speed that 
the Germans were compelled to 
leave behind intact their bags 
stuffed with looted goods. Fac- 
tories remained intact. The enemy 
had no time to smash equipment. 
Abandoned German guns, tanks 
and lorries bear evidence of a 
hasty retreat made by the Ger- 
man army defeated along the Vis- 
tula. Hot, steaming coffee pots 
were left standing on tables and 
freshly ironed suits in closets 
were proof of the panic in which 
German civilians evacuated from 
the Polish towns. 

In Lodz not only all mills and 
factories, but even the water sup- 
ply system, the power station, ra- 
dio and city transport remained 
intact. However, the Germans 
found time for one of their bes- 
tial crimes. They set the local 
prison ablaze and it burned down 
together with the political prison- 
ers held therein.

All Women 
Are Dratted 
By Germany 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—(#)—The 
Nazis conscripted all German 
women and girls for the Volks- 
strum today, and vaguely promis- 
ed that the silent Hitler might 
have some plan “to get us out of 
this situation if we throw in all 
our national passion and do not 
despair.” 

Women were summoned for 
auxiliary work with the “16 to 60” 
Volksstrum by a decree from Hein- 
rich Himmler. For the present 
their duties will be supervising the 
issuing of supplies and equipment 
to the home guard, Berlin radio 
said, but the decree empowered 
local gauleiters to assign them to 
other work and said “further as- 
signments” might be made. 


The new call-up of women was 
accompanied by further belt-tight- 
ening on the home front, by propa- 
gandists’ cries to “hold on,” and 
by Moscow reports of further un- 
rest inside the Reich. 


The Germany news agency DNB 
declared that Hitler’s “silence dur- 
ing these days is very significant,” 
and added: “The hour demands 
action, not talking. The day will 
come when we shall be most happy 
about our steadfastness and cele- 
brate a great triumph. 


“But until that day and beyond 
that day we must throw all our 
national passion into the scales of 
fighting and into our work.

WASHINGTON.—Sometime within the next few days the people 
of America are going to send a message to their fighting men over- 
seas. 
This message will be received by men who are fighting in the 
freezing cold in France and Germany, by other men sweltering in 
the hot jungles in the Pacific, by men on Flying Fortresses, by men 
in tanks, by men on battlesips and cruisers, by fighting men in the 
combat zones, and by wounded men in Army hospitals. 

This message will come to some men who will die for their 
country on the very day they receive it. 

The text of this message from the American people has not been 
decided upon as yet. It will be decided upon within the next few 


' days. 


This message will say one of two things. 

To our sons and brothers whom we have sent thousands of miles 
from home to fight for us, and to suffer injury and perhaps to die 
for us, it may say that “your mother and your dad and your brother 
Bill and every last living one of us here in America are 100 per cent 
back of you; and are working to give you the weapons you need, 
All of us... all the way.” 

Or it may say something else. It may say, in effect, “You 
fellows are doing a grand job. The American people are backing 
you up. We’re for you. We'll help you get the things you need. 
Part of us... part of the way.” 

Which message do you want your son to receive from his people 
and from his country? And from you? 


Congress is debating the May bill. It is called 
the May bill because its author is the distin- 
guished chairman of the House Military Affairs Committee, Rep. 
Andrew J. May. The men overseas say it ought to be called the 
“must” bill instead of the May bill. That’s the way they feel 
about it. 

This bill provides that men between 18 and 45 who are not in 
the armed service shal] contribute to the war effort by working 
in essential industries. Most of them are. Most of them have done 
a magnificent job and are working night and day to make the 
things we need with which to fight. Most of them. But not all 
of them. Some of the men who are not in the armed services are 
not contributing to the war in any way whatever. 

Some of them are standing in front of fancy hotels and opening 
taxicab doors for people. Some are running little perfume stores. 
Some are selling soda pop. Quite a few of them, possessing special 
skills critically needed in war plants, are using those skills to make 
a billion dollars’ worth of jewelry a year. Metal workers badly 
needed to make weapons are making bed springs instead. 

Why should one American suffer cold and anguish and perhaps 
death in combat while another American spends his time in this 
grave emergency making perfume or selling flowers? 

No one objects to these activities. What we do object to is the 
fact that some men who are urgently needed today right now to 
build tanks and airplanes and guns and ammunition and woolen 
underwear and tires are working in normally desirable industries 
which are completely unessential to the conduct of total war. 
Eff t This law is not going to affect the great majority of us. 

ec Because most of us are already fighting the war in the 
best way we can whether it be in the front lines or in the steel 
factories. That’s why we’ve been able to do the magnificent produc- 
tion job that we have done thus far. But the law is going to affect 
those few who are not sharing in the fight, who are not helping 
in any way to produce the things your sons need. Why shouldn't 
they, too, help? 

Here in America al! of us like to read good news from the com- 
bat zones. We like to read about the advances our men are making 
in the Philippines. We like to read about our fighting infantrymen 
and the magnificent job they’re doing on the western front. 

Overseas the fighting men like to read good news, too; news 
from the home front. Think of your son or your brother reading 
in his Army paper that his people back home have passed a new 
law placing the entire nation behind the job of producing the 
things he needs to fight and to stay alive, and that they are going 
to continue to produce those things day and night, week in and week 
out, so long as the war lasts in Europe or in the Pacific. 

Not just part of us going along with our fighting men part of 
the way. 

But all of us... all the way!

Propaganda which sees only what it wishes 
to see, ofttimes gives to the American public a 
very false conception.of conditions in some dis- 


tant part of the world. Folks who, for some personal reason or for 


political advancement here, write and talk about places they have 
never seen, on information gained almost exclusively from preju- 
diced ‘sources. 

It is doubtful if any place in the world has been more falsely 
represented in America than India. ; 

So, just to indicate there are other sides to the Indian picture 

than that presented by the scantily informed emotionalists, it is 
just mentioned here, this morning, that the biggest army of volun- 
teers ever recruited in the history of the world is the Indian army. 
Indian troops, all volunteers, now number well over two million 
and they have fought, bravely and effectively, in almost every 
theater of operations both against the European Axis and against 
Japan, except on the western and Russian fronts in Europe. 
_ There is, too, an Indian navy and an Indian air force with 
records in the war against Japan, made and still making, which 
will make glorious reading when the full story of heroism in this 
war is written, 


Tr oe Great Britain is already beginning to 
Britain in the East make good on her pledge to throw all 
her strength into the war against the Japanese as soon as the de- 
feat of Germany makes this possible; Already, however, Britain 
and her sister nations, as well as her protectorates in the .Pacific, 
have given such aid against Tokyo that it seems rather excessively 
modest when Winston Churchill refers to it as “token” aid in 
comparison to what will be done in the months to come. 

But it is not only Britain proper which has joined in the Pa- 
cific fight. There are the nations of the British commonwealth and 
British protectorates, too. 

Allied victory on New Guinea, for instance, was won with 
ground forces predominantly Australian. The Royal Australian 
Navy played no mean role in the famous Coral Sea battle and has 
also done much in assuring safe transport of troops to the various 
theaters of war, including Gen. MacArthur's return to the Philip- 
pines in October last. The Royal Australia Air Force has sunk 
scores of Japanese ships. And Australian lend-lease had supplied 
to our forces, without cash payment, a total of $547,270,000 up to 
June 30 last. : 

Then there is New Zealand, Population is only 1,750,000 per- 
sons and many New Zealand troops are still busy in the European 
war. But New Zealand troops have fought victoriously in the 
Solomons, its navy has sunk quite a few Jap submarines, its air- 
men have bombed many Jap air bases and shot down hundreds of 
Jap planes. Its home people supply its own forces entirely and, 
in addition, baS suppNed us, under lend-lease, goods to the value of 
$131,179,900f % 
inder New Zealand officers, proved them- 
selves among the finest fighting men in the world, fighting beside 
U. S. troops in the SoloNons, and the Solomon islanders them- 
selves have carried on a lbng guerrilla war under the leadership 
of Col. W. S. Marchant, Birition regional commissioner who stayed 
at his post and went undgrground when the Japs camt.

Did you ever hear of the Kingdom of 
Troops of Tonga Tonga? That is a British protectorate in 
the Pacific whose soldiers have been fighting in New Georgia. 

And all this does not mention the fighting by British forces in 
Burma, the longest land front in the entire world war, with the 
exception of the Russian front, and the front which has met and 
beaten the greatest numbers of Japanese forces in all the fighting, 
except those which have faced the Chinese, 

When the Pacific war began in December, 1941, there was, 
through 1942, a year of retreat, when small garrisons of British 
troops, like our own American garrisons, fought heroically but 
hopelessly. 

Then 1943 was a year of preparation, for us and for these allies 
of ours. 

Last year, 1944, was the year when the coming victory began to 
take shape. And 1945,°we hope, will see that victory progress near 
its final triumph. 

But we must not forget that we do not fight alone in the Pa- 
cific. We have great and powerful and strong allies there, as well 


as in Europe. 

This column, last Saturday, writing of Lewis 
Good News Pinkussohn, great-grandson of a great Atlanta 
citizen, the late David Mayer, said young Pinkussohn, of the U. 5S. 
Air Forces in Europe, had been killed in action. It is good to be 
able to report today that it now develops he was not killed, but 
is a prisoner of war, unharmed, in Germany.

riding for a fall.

Agitation on the subject has been brought to a head by. the 
current fight the Republicans are making to amend the George 
bill, which would pave the way for the confirmation of Mr. Wallace 
by divorcing the federal lending agencies from his department, 


Losing their fight before the Banking and Currency Committee, 
which reported out the George bill intact, Republicans are now 
concentrating on the rules body. 


To understand the situation it is necessary to eve a brief ex- 
lanation of the functions of the rules committee. It is not a legis 
ative body in any sense of the word. It has nothing to do with 
the reporting out of bills, but is charged entirely with parlia- 
mentary procedure on the floor. 


After a bill has been reported out by one of the legislative com- 
mittes, its sponsors then go to the rules committee to obtain the 
parliamentary right-of-way by which the measure is brought up 
for consideration. 

It is customary for the committee to grant a rule, when the 
majority een Giggs for it, setting forth the conditions under 
which a bill may brought up for passage. The rule allots the 
amount of time to -be spent in debate and imposes limitations on 
the nature and scope of amendments that may be offered. 

Because of the large membership of the house (435), a procedure 
of this kind is necessary in order to expedite legislation.

FDR To Report on Big 3 Meet? 


The demand that the President 
make a detailed report on the 
Black sea conference as soon as 
possible after his return is sure 
to grow. It may not make much 
difference to many citizens 
whether or not they get important 
news from Winston Churchill 
rather than from the head of their 
own government. Churchill is 
such a superb reporter that he 
will be listened to, anyway, and 
can be relied upon to make new 
and interesting observations of his 
own, no matter how fully the 
President may report to the Amer- 
ican people on the meetings of 

ied leaders. 

But some citizens may share to 
a degree the humiliation felt by 
members of congress in having to 
obtain important information 
from Churchill’s speeches and 
Stalin’s pronouncements, and from 

who sooner or later 
ferret out most that has occurred 
at these international conferences, 
rather than from the President or 
the secretary of state. And the 
President by now is thoroughly 
aware that he has not helped him- 
self or his objectives 
by his failure in the past to give 
more detailed reports both to con- 
gress and to the general public. 

There are, however, limits be- | 
yond which the President and oth- 
er participants in these _ inter- 
Allied conferences cannot be ex- 
pected to go in reporting publicly 
—or even confidentially to any 
large group of people—what oc-; 


injure the relations 

Allies to reveal exactly how they 
were reached. In the give and 
take of argument and bargaining 
many things may be said which 
would be embarrassing to all con- 
cerned if published. Delicate and 
difficult matters usually cannot 
be threshed out in full public 
view, or if the whole world is 
later to be permitted to inspect a 
full stenographic record of the 
proceedings. 

On his return from the Moscow 
conference in November, 1943, 
Secretary Hull addressed a joint 
session of congress. The members 
appreciated the courtesy. How- 
ever, the secretary's speech added 
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little, if anything, to the formal 
declarations issued at the confer- 
ence. It was in no sense a be- 
hind-the-scenes account. And he 
was not submitted to questioning 
by congress as a whole. 


Often Hull was somewhat more 
detailed in his reports to the For- 
eign Relations Committee, and 
especially to its subcommittee 
nominated to be consulted by him 
and the President concerning the 
formation of an international se- 
curity organization and other as- 
pects of the peace. The members 
of that liaison committee have 
at times been privy to much con- 
fidential “inside” information. 
And, up to the present, none has 
violated this confidence. 


But it would be asking too much 
to expect congress as a whole or 
even the senate as a whole to bot- 
tle up confidential information. 
Few, if any, of the members of 
either house would be willing to 
vouch for the reliability or discre- 
tion of all of their colleagues. 
However, Gen. Marshall, Adm. 
King and other representatives of 
the War and Navy Departments 
have at times given groups of leg- 
islators more information  con- 
cerning the state of the war than 
they would have wished to make 
public over their own names. 


The President unquestionably 
can report more fully on our in- 
ternational relationships than he 
usually has done in the past. The 
public and most members of con- 
gress probably would be satisfied 
if he gave an accounting as round- 
ed and detailed as Churchill's to 
the house of commons. The mem- 
bers of congress might well be 
told a little more, by Sec. Stettin- 
ius, if not by the President. And 
the Forel Relations and For- 
eign Affairs Committees, liaison 
subcommittees representing them, 
should be given, in confidence, a 
still more detailed account—omit- 
ting, of course, the discussions 
and decisions concerning future 
military operations. 

The President went to the 
Black, sea conference with over- 
whelming backing at home for his 
objectives. Many of the most in- 
fluential leaders of the Republli- 
can party have joined in notify- 
ing the world that this is a fact. 
There is no reason to doubt that 
the President can maintain this 
united front on _ international 
questions if he takes the Amer- 
icani people and the congress into 
his confidence, to the fullest ex- 


tent compatible with the safe-| 


guarding of future military op- 
erations. Although he may fail 
to get everything he seeks, they 
will stand behind him if they are 
convinced that he did his best and 
understand why he did not com. 
pletely succeed,

Un-American 
Proposals 


The civilian labor draft is a to- 
talitarian scheme long cherished 
and advocated x | Mrs, Eleanor 
Roosevelt and arry Hopkins 
with the obvious approval of the 
President. 


The draft was first proposed 
by Mrs. Roosevelt in her column 
shortly after Pear: Harbor. There 
had been one of those “interesting 
discussions” on a Sunday evening 
which, somehow, foun. her in the 
White House, and this prompted 
her to write: “All of us, men 
and women at home, should be 
drafted and told what jobs we are 
to do. The only way I can see to 
get the maximum service out of 
our citizens is to draft us all and 
tell us where we can be most use- 
ful and where our work is 
needed.” 


The crass feeling of that phrase 
“get the maximum service out of 
our citizens” is not a slip of the 
typewriter. It is the genuine sen- 
timent of one whose utterances 
suggest a regard for human be- 
ings as masses, not individuals. 


Harry Hopkins, the race-track 
habitue, a mysterious stranger in 
our midst and for a long time our 
unbidden guest, backed up the 
proposal and went further. 


“No American, anywhere, not 
in the war effort, should be al- 
lowed to decide for himself how 
much he will do or how much he 
will give,” Hopkins wrote. “Wom- 
en who cannot work in factories 
and shops will perform such es- 
sential tasks as caring for chil- 
dren whose mothers are working 
in munitions plants. Workers will 
have to be billeted in homes and 
many a social leader will become 
a boarding house keeper. Doctors 
aud dentists will go to commu- 
nities where they are most need- 
ed. Some students will quit high 
school. I see no reason for wast- 
ihg time on non-essentials such as 
Chaucer and Latin. A diploma 
can only be framed and hung on 
the wall.” 


In commanding tones he wrote: 
“It does mean you and it won’t 
blow over.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt then came along 
with the supporting proposal that 
a young man need not be allow- 
ed to become a doctor merely be- 
cause he wanted to and that, hav- 
ing been allowed to, he should not 
be permitted to pick the scene of 
his practice. The alternative, ob- 
viously, would be a government 
board which would assign him to 
a locality but with due regard for 
his politics and his willingness to 
pay graft to the presiding com- 
missar and contribute to the 
Roosevelt party’s campaign funds. 


Mrs. Roosevelt is, as she strong- 
ly affirmed in her recent political 
harrangue in her column on be- 
half of. Henry Wallace, a “for- 
ward-looking” person. Roosevelt 
might die during this term or the 
next or bow out in 1948 in favor 
of Wallace and the Communist 
conspirators of New York and 
Washington. But the party will 
go “forward” nevertheless. Pos- 
sibly Elliott Roosevelt, already 
risen from captain to brigadier at 
34 after three years’ service, 
would be ambitious to carry on. 
This conscription would last many 
years and become our fixed way 
of life. The “war emergency” 
which is. the duration of ll 
“emergency” powers and meas- 
ures will not expire when the 
shooting stops. 

The third article of the bill of 
rights says: 

“No soldier shall, in time of 
peace, be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner, 
nor in time of war but in a man- 
ner to be prescribed by law.” 

The founding fathers did not 
anticipate a draft of civilian la- 
bor. That was unthinkable, so it 
did. not occur to them to forbid 
the billeting of civilian strangers 
in the homes‘of the citizens with- 
out the consent of the owners. 


Hopkins seems to have detect- 
ed this negative flaw, and the 
moral problems and consequences 
which doubtless occurred to him, 
are fascinating. In a home where 
there is a daughter, a dangerous, 
Strange man could be quartered 
by the agents of the Roosevelt 
party in the interests of national 
d-fense. In the home of a man 
drafted to fight overseas or a civil- 
an omipred from New England 
to a job in a Seattle shipyard, an 
equally dubious stranger could be 
introduced as the unwelcome pay- 
ing guest of that citizen’s wife to 
be rejected only on payment of 
fine or imprisonment. 

I will be reminded that in the 
present form of our civilian labor 
draft none of the more drastic fea- 
tures here catalogued has been 
included. 

In reply I would remind oyu 
that, nevertheless, all these pro- 
posals, indeed demands, have been 
set forth earnestly and insisteniy 
in type and for their private fi- 
nancial profit, by the two persons 
who are closest to Roosevelt and 
most’ often serve as propoganda 
agents to prepare the public for 
innovations about to be present- 
ed under a plea of national neces- 
sity and with the excuse of 
emergency. 

And, as Hopkins wrote, through 
the agency of a ghost, “it does 
mean you for it isn’t just talk and 
it won’t blow over.”

Japanese-Americans are fight- 
ing valiantly, in Italy, ig the Pa- 
cific. Stories of their heroism are 
coming back. 


Are we going into another era 
of intolerance such as followed the 
first World War? 


Numerically, the Japanese- 
Americans are negligible, almost 
infinitesimal. The importance of 
these isolated incidents lies in the 
fact that intolerance breeds in- 
tolerance, that it may spread to in- 
clude other racial elements. There 
are indications that the Japanes-e 
Americans are being used as a 
ready instrument by some people 
and some interests for their own 
purposes, including intolerance 
against others, particularly Ne- 
groes. The Negro population on 
the west coast has grown tre 
mendously during the war. 


There were only 127,00 Japa- 
nese in our population of 130-odd 
millions. They were concentrated 
on the Pacific coast. The War 
Relocation Authority, which su- 
pervised their removal from the 
west coast, had 110,000 under its 
jurisdiction at various camps. 
Already 33,000 have been re- 
located, scattered about the coun- 
try. 

Thus far less than 250 have 
been sent back to the Pacific 
coast. 

There should be no trouble in 
taking care of this tiny minority 
among our great population and 
vast living spaces. 

The danger “is that this fairly 
simple problem will be exploited 
by the demagogic types which 


returning Japanese-Ameri-, 


would 


rise, fronting for selfishness and 
prejudice, despite the fine inten- 
tions of most of our people and 
the splendid job being done by 
the churches and other organi- 
zations. 

There are signs of this on the 
Pacific coast. There is, for ex- 
ample, Dr, John h. Lechner, for- 
rer clergyman, who has occasion- 
ally posed as a friend of the Japa- 
nese, and yet has spent much 
time going around haranguing 
against them, organizing meetings, 
inspiring resolutions.

“Instead of producing a once-a- 
year crop, they are now producing 
a once-a-day crop, for they get 
cash every day for their milk, and 
the enterprising farmer is raising 


everything needed for his dairy) 


cattle. 

“Of course there are a few pro- 
teins essential in the cattle diet. 
These substances must be bought, 
but they constitute a small item. 
The remainder of the food can be 
produced on the farm. I know 
of one Georgia farmer who is 
mocern and enterprising. 

85 HEAD OF CATTLE 

“He employs seven laborers on 
his farm, and at the present has 
85 head of cattle. That farmer 
is producing all the feed he needs, 
such as hay, grass and grain. The 
only thing he is having to pur- 
chase today is the minerals those 
cows require. 

“He is planning to expand his 
farm, for he believes that Georgia 
land will sustain one cow to ev- 
ery two acres. 

“That is scientifically true. This 
man's farm consists of about 285 
acres of land. 

“It should accommodate at least 
140 head of cattle. He should not 
have to increase the amount of 
labor he is now employing very 
much. His farm will produce suf- 
ficient grain, hay and green feed 
to supply his herd throughout the 


“And the Kraft Company stands 
ready to buy his milk, paying him 
the market price for his product. 
Therefore he harvests a crop ev- 
ery day, gets cash every day, and 
does not have to wait until the 
fall when he. gathers his cotton 
to convert his year’s labors into 
cash. 

“We had one cheese making 
plant in Georgia, but were com- 
pelled to close it for the lack of 
milk. We would like to have a 
dozen plants in this state, for 
cheese is one of the greatest 
foods. 

Scientists tell us that the per- 
fect food is milk. They also clas- 
sify cheese as a child of milk.

15-Mill Limit 
On Over-All Tax 
Asked for Fulton 


Fulton county would have the 
right to levy an over-all tax not 
exceeding 15 mills for all pur- 
poses, under a bill introduced in 
the senate yesterday by Sen. G. 
Everett Miilican. The county’s tax 
levy is now 13 1-2, but it may be 
upped to an unlimited maximum. 

The senate state of the repub- 
lic committee, meanwhile, voted 
unanimously to report favorably 
on the Millican resolution which 
seeks to gain the state’s okay on 
the construction of a plaza over 
Atlanta’s “railway gulch” be- 
tween Spring street and Central 
avenue, 

Millican said the measure is 
Gesigned to correct the present 
practice of mislabeling taxes. 
Since Fulton can at present col- 
lect taxes only for certain pur- 
poses, the senator said some taxes 
were tagged for legal purposes but 
actually used for other necessary 
things. His bill would permit the 
county to broaden the purposes 
for which taxes could be levied, 
and put a maximum on the rate 
of taxes to be levied.

More than 700 tons of explo-

More than 200 tons hit the rocky 
island fortress of Corregidor where 
Japanese guns have been silent 
for more than a week after sus- 
tained aerial poundings. 
PILLBOXES OVERRUN 


Within Manila, where three 
hard-hitting American divisions 
w-re overrunning networks of pill- 
boxes and seizing big enemy gurs, 
Gen, MacArthur announced today 
the extinction of the enemy was 
near but that the twin aims of 
conserving the lives of the dough- 
boys and the city property slowed 
the process. 

“Practically the entire city was 
mined and defended,” headquar- 
ters said. 

To the northeast of Manila, 
armored units of the Sixth Divi- 
sion, driving east across Nueva 
Ecija province, reached the east 
coast of Luzon—the first U. S. pen- 
etration to that shore—at Din; 
lan bay. 

In South Manila, the Japanese 
are “now closely encircled” and 
are being “compressed into ex- 
tinction,” MacArthur reported. 

The south Manila trap being 
closed on the Japanese extends 
three miles along the bay from 
the mouth of the Pasig river to 
Pasay. It varies from a mile to a 
mile and a half in its extent from 
the bay eastward. 

The trap is bounded on the 
west by the bay. On the north is 
the Pasig river. On the east are 
the Santa Ana and Paco districts, 
which the Americans hold. On 
the south is Pasay and the Nichols 
Field area’ to which the Ameri- 
cans have penetrated. 

The junctures reported today 
tend to compress the Japanese to- 
ward the Intramuros (walled 
city) and dock area at the mouth 
of the Pasig river. 


JAPS USE ROCKETS 


NBC radio correspondent, George 
Thomas Folster, said the Japanc.e 
were using rockets against the on- 
coming Americans. “Rockets are 
coming from eight to 10 inches in 
caliber,” he reported. 

Another radio reporter, Arthur 
Feldman, of the Blue Network, 
said many neutral persons were in 
the Intramuros district, where the 
Japanese are strongly entrenched.

Case E-286: Lois J., aged 9, is 
an attractive but neurotic child. 

“She -has a sister two years old- 
er,” her teacher informed me. “But 
the child is very unhappy and 
fearful. 

“She lacks that sense of emo- 
tional security which you have 
mentioned as being so essential 
to the proper personality develop- 
ment of youngsters. 

“Her father is my family phys- 
ician. He is usually a mild man- 
nered and kindly man, 

“But he was angry and ugly 
about the fact that his second 
child was a girl, for he wished 
for a boy. 

“He made no pretense about his 
not wanting another daughter. 
Lois has heard him exclaim ir- 
ritably that he wished she had 
been a son, 


“PROBLEM PARENTS” 

“IT am ashamed of many fathers 
who thus torture little girls by 
making them feel unwanted. And 
it isn’t ignorant, uneducated men 
who often are guilty of this 
cruelty. . 

“Our minister acted in a very 
unpreacherly fashion when his 
second daughter arrived. 

“He constantly talks about his 
disappointment because they 
weren’t boys. I feel sorry for the 
poor little girls who thus seem 
born with two strikes called 
against them. 

“I doubt if this kind of a man 
is fit to be a clergyman. He acts 
like a pagan in my opinion.” 
EMOTIONAL INSECURITY 

The greatest cause of unhappi- 
ness in childrem and one of the 
chief causes of juvenile delinqu- 
ency, is a feeling of emotional in- 
security. Psychiatrists are _ in 
agreement on this critical point. 

The child who feels unwanted, 
or finds out it is an adopted 
youngster, or the child who feels 
excluded from the play of his 
classmates, may thus be driven 
into all sorts of abnormal be- 
havior. 

As a parent,’ you may spank 
your child when he needs it or 
criticize. and remonstrate, but 
never indicate that you daen’'t love 
the child. 

Children are not alienated be- 
cause of a well deserved bit of 
corporal punishment. They know 
that you still love them, even 
though you are making them pay 
the penalty for violation of your 
precepts. | 

But when you consciously or 
subconsciously let them think 
they are not wanted, or when you 
play favorites between boys versus 
girls, or show more partiality to 
the oldest or the baby, you are 
violating the cardinal principles of 
sound child psychology. 

ARE BOYS SUPERIOR 

Girls are just-as intelligent as 
boys. There are no significant sex 
differences as regards mental 
alertness. 

Each sex is different from the 
other in anatomy and social out- 
look, but who cany say whether 
the male personality is more im- 
portant to civilization than the fe- 
male personality, or vice versa. 

Each sex supplements the other. 
It’s like trying to decide which 
hemisphere is more essential to 
the formation of a perfect sphere

your child to inSanity, juve- 
nile delinquency . and’ various 
forms of neurotic /behavior.
